OHIO SILVER 
MEN. 


The silver Democrats of Ohio in 


State convention adopted a, platform 
And nominated a ticket which is prom- 
ised the support of all who believe in 
rescuing the government from the 
trusts and plutocrats. The platform 
declares that the demonetization of 
silver has resulted in the appreciation 
of gold, the depreciation of the prices 
of commodities produced by the peo- 
ple, a heavy increase in the burden of 
all debts, public and private, as well as 
of taxation, the prostration of industry 
and the impoverishment of the people. 
It opposes monometallism and de- 
mands the free and unlimited coinage 
of both gold and silver at the legal 
ratio of 16 to 1, without waiting for the 
action or consent of any other nation. 
It demands that the standard silver 
dollar shall be a fall legal tender with 
gold for all debts, and legislation that 
will prevent in the future the demone- 
tization of any kind of legal tender 
money by private contract. It opposes 
the policy and practice of surrender- 
ing to the holders of obligations of thei 
United Statas the option reserved by 
law to the government of redeeming 
such obligations in silver or gold coin. 
It declares that Congress alone has the 
power to coin and issue money and that 
President Jackson declared that this 
power could not be delegated to cor- 
porations or individuals. It declares 
that all trusts and monopolies are hos- 
tile and dangerous to the people's 
interests and a standing menace to the 
perpetuity of our free institutions. 


A party advocating such principles, 


and giving assurances by the character 
of its nominees that it will carry them 
into effect, deserves the support of 
every citizen who believes in the finan- 
cial independence of the United States 
and that our government should be 
conducted in the interest of the whole 
p»ople, not for the benefit of the fav- 
ored few.

QUITE recently the attention of-the

thu tax was not a tax on real estate but 
« tax on the right to inherit and con- 
sequently did not contravene 
the 


clause ot the Constitution, which pro- 
hibits any tax on real estate except 
one based on its valuation. The in 
iwitanoe tax ia a just and equitable 
one, forittsnde to relieve the burden 
of taxation from the rest of the com- 
munity and at the same time does no 
injustice to the inheritor, since the lat- 
ter baa done nothing to merit hie good 
fortune. 


THE GolcT Creek Mining" Company 


has made application at the United 
States Laud Office for twenty-nine 
patents for placer mines. The patents 
cover 4,480 acres, which at $2 50 per 
acre will cost $31,200.

It is proposed to run 
these trains through on the 5tb, 6th 
and 7th inst, and Superintendent 
Wright of this division has decided to 
have a clear road and will lay off all 
freight trains for the three days named. 
He is determined as far as possible to 
take no chances of collisions or other 
accidents and in order to exercise es- 
pecial care, the trains will be held at 
one station until it is known that the 
road is clear to the next, 


The trains will commence to start 


out of Ogden on Sunday evening and 
each hour following, a train will start 
until it will be a procession of trains 
from Ogden to San Francisco. The 
company has also arranged so that the 
great mass of people can be fed at var- 
ious stations without too much con- 
fusion. 


The excursionists will probably re- 


turn at their pleasure within the pre- 
scribed time that their tickets call for 
and by various roads, so that it will 
not require the extra facilities to cairy 
them home as is required to transport 
them across the continent in the limit- 
ed time provided under the excursion 
arrangements.
